Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on February 8, 2010, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. Claims 1-15 and 17-22 are pending in the instant application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, specifically for the limitation of an outer 
bulb, wherein a surface of at least one of the inner vessel and the outer bulb is altered to form a 
pattern configured to increase a diflfuseness of the discharge arc, wherein the pattem includes 
structured arrangements formed on the surface, the structured arrangements physically 
overlapping over each so that a first structured arrangement is in physical contact with a second 
structured arrangement in combination with other claimed features of the present claimed 
invention. 

Regarding claims 2-15, 17, and 21, claims 2-15, 17, and 21 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 18, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 18, specifically for the limitation of an outer 
bulb, wherein at least one of the inner vessel and the outer bulb is altered to form a pattem 
configured to increase a diflfuseness of the discharge arc, wherein the pattem includes structured 
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arrangements that are physically overlapping over each other so that a first structured 
arrangement is in physical contact with a second structured arrangement in combination with 
other claimed features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 19-20 and 22, claims 19-20 and 22 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 18 because of their dependency status from claim 18.
